We are threatened with national bank- 
ruptcy, winch is always one of the most power- 
ful auxiliaries of national ruin, and not unfre- 
quently tlie forerunner of destruction. If we

tome siajjr The debt, swelled to a given point, 
beeom^worthless. It then b ittom- 

jifinto which the wealth it measures has 
1 poured and disappeared forever. That we 
are on tin- verge of this gulf is the united testi- 
mony of foreign bankers and statesmen, includ- 
ing many warm friends of the free Stales. It is 
true, that among foreign speculators our securi- 
ties are in demand, but they are bought much 
as lottery tickets are. with the hope of a prize. 
They now cost the purchaser abroad bnt about 
thirty-five or forty cents on the dollar, and they 
pay on that amount, interest, in greenbacks, at 
the rate of about AO per cent per annum. The 
temptation to buy is immense, and is no indica- 
tion of confidence in their ultimate value. We 
liould, therefore, not tie deceived by this for- 
' demand; bnt should look steadily at the un- 
tenable fact that we are swiftly a. well as sure- 
ly approaching the hour when a widespread 
bankruptcy will weaken if not destroy the 
Federal Government, and wreck the hopes 
of thousands of American families. You. 
probably well know that Mr. Chase 
never expected to he able to carry on the war 
indefinitely, ender his financial policy, lie first 
fixed a year ago last January as the utmost 
limit to which lib ability to rai-c means would 
carry him. He expected the war to he substan- 
tially ended by that time. It was not over, and 
Mr. Chase undertook to provide means for its 
expenses up to a year ago last J ulv. lie warned 
the other departments that it would be difficult 
to provide tor such enormous expenses much 
further. Trom that time down to his resigna- 
tion he straggled as he could, aud his mam reli- 
enee in getting through the four years of M r. 
Lincoln's term w.ts bv absorbing the entire 
enpitai of the State banks, and to a considerable 
extent tlmt of the savings hanks, into Federal 
bonds and certificates. You aro doubtless aware 
that he declared, in privato conversation, that 
the present Chief Magistrate was utterly incom- 
petent to carry on the government, aud that his 
re-election would hazard its very existence.

vis more than he has:” tint we do any that we 
believe his present settled policy will render Jef- 
ferson Davis Mcceeefnl. We might as well look 
this fact in the face. The whole stru ggle on our 
part is now subordinated to the work of over-

'm? </n,i lew even of talking about peace. This 
you^LflW to be in violation of most solemn 
"pledgePLgivan unanimously by Congress the 
week after tlie defeat of Bull Run. This, then, 
has become a war not merely against rebels in 
arms, but against a people ana their society. 
The destruction of their society involves the in- 
nocent ns well as the guilty. It is indiscrimi- 
nate vongeanee, and not military justice. The 
destruction of society is uerer within the legiti- 
mate range of military conquest, and is con- 
demned by all writers on the laws of war. That 
in violation of the constitution it would be 
"ult to your understanding to argue. You 
. it is; and though you may not he willing to 
•ay, as a Massachusetts Republican did. not 1 U ' 
since, “the constitution is about played out, 
you excuse it, if at all, on the ground that the 
rebels are to blame in seceding and lighting. 
Remember that two wrongs never make a right; 
and remember that the consequence of this new 
"netrine of reconstructing society in States by 
Federal power is of as much moment to you as 
’ ) the inhabitants of the South. If that power 
resides in the Federal government, then that 
overnment is a vast central despotism, which 
an dictate to tlie States on every subject of do- 
nestic concern. If tlie majority in Congress, or 
tlie army of Congress, has the right to prosecute 
1 war to overthrow slavery in South Carolina, it 
ian a rigid to prosecute one to establish it in 
onnectleut. If it has a right it is founded in 
he powers of the General Government; and the 
lower once conceded, tlie end to lie secured by 
t* exercise is left to the choice of our rulers for 
tlie time being. To-day it is anti-shivery — the 
destruction of a purely Slate institution. To- 
morrow it may be pro-slavery, and for tlio for- 
cible erection of a State institution. If the Gen- 
eral Government was in tlie hands of a party 
,who were seeking to fores slavery on Connce- 
ieut, evert’ man would resist it with all his 
aluiglit, and to the last. Tho character of the In- 
stitution would not be the main ground of his 
resistance, but the nature of the power claimed. 
On this point the South are united. They will 
not submit to have their society overturned by 
the people of Connecticut, aud other Northern 
States. No sane man could oxpect that thev 
would submit to such dictation. Had the Rcpnbli- 
‘u party proposed to do such a thing four years 
.yo u would not have voted its ticket. They 
haTSB^mpore legal power to do it now than they 
had theiiT The tiling itself will fail, and disun- 
ion will triumph. The policy of the Adminis- 
tration has strengthened tho Southern armies 
with men and with energy. ITerc lies our dan- 
ger. We are attempting Impossibilities. We 
are trying an unjustifiable experiment, which 
"’I cud in failure. The records of history fur- 
i no instance where a war has becu success- 
ful a lien carried on against the society and do- 
mestic institutions ol a people. This "will prove 
no exception. The way to conquer tlie South is 
first to put ourselves iu the right by proclaim- 
ing to tlie Southern people that they shall have 
their rights under tlie constitution. Wo shall 
see then a peace party at the South which will 
insist on peace mid union. While we are firm, 
and insist that we will bavo the Union and 
nothing short of it. let us be just, and assure 
them that they shall have tlio same control over 
their own affairs that we have over ours. Tb n 
may wc hope to save tho Union, and not till 
then. We are not fighting savages, nor Mexi- 
can half-breeds. Wc arc contending with a pow- 
erful aud enlightened people, whose fortitude is 
the admiration of the. world, aud whose milita- 
ry prowess has been displayed on a hundred 
battle-fields. With fearful odds against them in 
numbers, tiny have resisted our arms success- 
fully for nearly four years. They arc neither 
tlie fiends nor cowards Which party frenzy would 
have you believe. If you thiuk ua disloyal, be- 
cause we are willing to do justice to a brave foe, 
listen to wlmt Horace Greeley says in a recent 
work published by him, outitlcd tho “Great 
American Conflict:'’ 

“I believe it to be the truth, aud as such I 
ahull endeavor to show, that, while this war has 
been 'signalized by some deeds disgraceful to hu- 
man nature, the general behavior of tho com- 
batants on cither side has been ealeulated to do 
honor even to the men who, though fearfully 
misguided, are still onr countrymen, and to cx- 
»lt the prestige of the American name.” 

To be sure these words, penned iu April, 1864, 
do not sound much like the ribaldry you see iu 
the New York Tribune about Southern cowards, 
poor whites, and slaveholding fiends; hut then 
you will consider that party criticism is not ul- 
» ava moderate, candid, or true. 

' The imbecility and failure of this Administra- 
tion LsjgeueraUy acknowledged in private amomr 
many Intelligent Republicans.

THE PENINSULAR CAMPAIGN. 

\ SECRET ANT) IMPORTANT CHAPTER IN THE 
HISTORY OF THE WAR. 

Pim.ADFT.rniA, September 27, 1801. 

To J I on. Wm. J). Kelley , Philadelphia : 

My Df.au Sir : Our acquaintance aud all of 
the relations that have ever existed between 
us are confined to two or three accidental meet- 
ings, at one of which you were pleased to refer 
to the lasting impression made upon you when 
a poor bov by the kindness of my father, who 
always took you by the hand and gave you 
cheering friendly words of encouragement and 
advice. You were pleased to acknowledge to 
tho son tlie kind and valuable influences received 
by you from the father, and to proffer your 
friendly services whenever they would be accept- 
able. 

Under the above circumstances yon prepared 
for me and my friends no ordinary surprise when 
von deliberately composed, delivered, and pub- 
lished in the Press, of flic 23d instant, a volun- 
tary unprovoked attack upon me in the follow- 
ing words : 

It grt cut that Uh* Prwliknt wm determined to have 
tin* Riuiv moved, and it was found that Gen. McCl ellan 
had no plan; and here I may state that we owe the Pe- 
ninsula campaign to thceo diatinpuialied Senator*, La- 
tham of California, and Rice of Minnesota, and a Briga- 
dier In tho column of Joseph Hooker. Gen. McClellan's 
plan w aa concocted 1>7 others, and put into hia hands. It 
wits agreed on in council of war. That plan was sub- 
mitted to the. President.- It waa submitted in 
the pretence of Secretary Stanton. Stanton nut them 
through a strict course of examination. One Gen- 
eral, Blenkcj, owned that he did not understand the 
plan, but would sustain it, at he thought he had to olnjy 
the mandates of hia chief. Gen. Naglee was one of 
those present, and Stanton observed that he had but one 
star. “Sir," said Mr. Stanton, “you have no right h *re!" 
“I am representing Gen. Hooker," said he. It was af- 
toi wards found out that Gen. Naglee waa absent without 
leave, aud that fighting Joe liookcr kuevr uothing of tho 
council. 

Now, my dear sir, this statement is simply 
false, and on the part of your friend, Mr. Edwin 
M. Stanton, Secretary of War, maliciously false. 
The Peninsular campaign was not indicated by 
‘‘Senators Latham of California, and Kicc of 
Minnesota, and a Brigadier in tho column of 
Joseph Hooker ” as asserted by you. Gen. 
Naglee was at Washington with proper leave, 
ana with the foil Jmowlcdgc of Gen. Hooker, 
and wa> a member of the Council of War by di- 
rection of Gen. McClellan, to represent tho 
division of the army at Budd’s Ferry in the ab- 
senco of Gen. Hooker, who was too far re- 
moved from Washington to l>e present. And, 
unfortunately for the veracity of Mr. Stanton, 
the impertinent remarks you ascribe to him 
could not have been made, for there were no 
officers bf the Council of War entitled at that 
time to more than fine star. 

Now, Judge, you know, or should know, that 
the reputation of Mr. Stanton for truth and ve- 
racity is not above suspicion, and that you may 
well 1'clievc any thing that may be said’ regard- 
ing his great incivility and rudeness, for, not 
excepting yourself, I have never seen t>r heard 
of an officer or civilian who did not condemn 
him for the utter want of all the requisites of a 
gentleman. 

This is not the first time Mr. Stanton has been 
guilty of the most deliberate malicious misrep- 
resentation, and for your gratification I will re- 
late an instance that occurred upon my arrival 
in Washington, immediately after the conclusion 
of “the seven days’ fight,” in the beginning of 
July of 3^62, and when I was surprised to learn 
that during the continuance of that desperate 
struggle, and during the time of dreadful sus- 
pense, whilst nothing could be hoard of General 
McClellan and his gallant army, Mr. Stanton 
had c* cpy where denounced General McClellan 
as a traitor to bis country and as incapable of 
commanding a regiment. I learned this from 
n number of the members of Congress, who 
were astonished and confounded, and who witli 
pain eagerly sought from me >omc explanation 
of such extraordinary conduct. 

I could render them no satisfaction, bnt re- 
ported the circumstances to General McClellan 
upon my arrival at liis headquarters on tlie fol- 
lowing day, the 8th of July. His surprise, 
Judge, was greater than mine; without uttering 
a word, lie turned to his portfolio, took from it 
a letter, which he placed before me, and said: 
“Read that; I have just freccived it from Mr. 

8 tan ton.” With his consent. I made a copy of 
the letter, and, returning to Washington, placed 
it in the hands of those who had heard tne de- 
nunciations of Mr. Stanton, and who had ad- 
vised me of them. They desired to read it to 
the Senate, and to publish the outrage and the 
vindication, and they telegraphed to General 
McClellan for his permission, which ho declined 
to give them. The following is a copy of the 
letter: 

War Dkpaetmfwt, ) 
Wahuimotom, July 5, 1803.) 
Major-Gnxercl McClellan: 

1 >bar Gkhkkai.: I hud a talk with General Marry, 
and meant to hare written you by him, but I am called 
to the country, where Mrs. Stanton is with her children, 
to we one of them die. I can therefore only any, my 
dear General, iu thin brief moment, that there is no 
eaiiao in my heart or conduct lor tlu; cloud that wieked 
men have raised between us for their own base and 
selfish purposes. No man h.td ever a truer friend than I 
have been to you, and shall coutiuuo to be. You are 
seldom almeul from my thought*, and I am ready to 
make any sacrifice to aid you. Time allows me to say 
no more than that I pray Almighty God to deliver you 
and your Army from all peril, and lead vou on to victory. 

Yours, truly, EDWIN M. STANTON. 

Now*, Jmigv, what think you of this man. 
wlio, made Secretary of War by the request ana 
Influence of General McClellan, was vilifying 
and abusing and uttering falsehoods against 
him, and who could at the same time sit down 
and deliberately write such a letter? 

You have referred to the Council of War held 
in Washington in March of 18(12. Evert effort 
lias been made, in vain, to bring the proceed- 
ings of that council before the public. A call 
was made for them in the House of Representa- 
tives, And was tabled by the Republican party. 

A request made by the Recorder of that Council, 
of Mr. Stanton, to allow him to have the pro- 
ceedings made up in proper form, was refused 
in a most rude and insulting manner, and the 
papers have never been allowed to leave liis pos- 
session since. 

Now, Judge, for your especial benefit, I will 
relate the history of that important event, that 
you may, if you will, do justice to all concerned. 

The Council of War consisted of Brigadier- 
Generals Sumner, McDowell, Franklin, F. J. 
Porter, McCall, Heintzelman, Keyes, A. Porter, 
W. F. Smith, Barnard, Blenker,' and Naglee, 
each entitled to but “one star.” It was called 
together by order of General McClellan on tho 
night Of March 7, 1802, to convene at 10 A. M. 
on the following day. 

General McClellan came into the council-room 
at the hour appointed, and, placing on the table 
a large map, explained hia proposed Peninsular 
campaign, which before this time I believe to 
have been known to no one present excepting 
General Franklin and probably Fit/. J. Porter. 
Upon retiring be left upon the table, for tho con- 
bideration oftlie councfl, the following inquiries: 

I. Whether it is adris .Wo that tin* bane of operations 
Khali lx* changed, the trHiutportutiou being ready ul An- 
napolis in all of next week. 

II. Whether it is better to make ar. advance to tho 
front before « hanging tlie base, should such T change bo 
determined upon. 

III. Whether a forward movement, with tho object 
of dcskojinfi tlu rivei battenoo, la advisable, and when 
it can 3>e commenced, and whether the navul lorco, with 
the assistance of the Ericsson bathny, cau done accoui- 
plii'.li that object. 

After a session of three hours the council were 
summoned to appear before the President. Uc 
advi^d them that he was quite unwell and ex- 
ceedingly nervous, that the pressure had been 
interne against General McClellan. He ex- 
pressed liimsclf gratified to have the opportunity 
to see and know the officers of the army, and to 
be instructed by them in regard to array mat- 
ters, which were to him very incomprehensible. 

I informed him that, as Recorder of the 
Co.uncil of War, which had held its session by 
order of Gen. McClellan, I would advise him of 
the result of its proceedings, and then read 
them to him. “What,” said he, “have the 
council decided by a vote of eight to four — two 
to one — iu favor of the Peninsular campaign?” 
Ho then asked many questions in regard to the 
same, until Mr. Stanton came in, and I proposed 
to read tlie proceeding to him. He replied. 
“Give me the papers, I'll read them mysdlv 
and, after reading them over and preparing his 
notes, lie, as you say, “put them (the council! 
through the strict comae of examination" 
which you refer to. .ITiis examination, made 
for die purpose of neutralizing the effect of the 
decision of the Council of War ou the mind of 
the President, and thin* to carry out the objects 
of those who had been insisting upon the re- 
moval of Gen. McClellan, lasted for four or five 
hours, during which time it was only interrupt- 
ed by an occasional expression of the President, 
indicating his satisfaction and gratification at 
tl:c many explanations of military movements 
contemplated, and which lie had not before 
been able to comprehend. 

It was now getting dark. Mr. Stanton’s ques- 
tions indicated approaching exhaustion, aud 
finding there was a silence which called for a 
cessation of hostilities on his part for tlie night, 
Mr. Lincoln expressed himself highly gratified 
with the interview, said he was impressed with 
the earnestness and intelligence of the officers 
present, and that he had every confidence iu 
them. He was now determined not to removo 
General McClellan, as he had promised to do, 
but that he should make his campaign, as ap- 
proved by the Council of War, under restric- 
tions, which lie would make known on tho fol- 
lowing morning at ten o’clock, when he desired 
the presence of all of the officers of the council, 
and until after which time he desired that none 
of them should leave the city. 

Before leaving tho President, the Recorder of 
tho Council approached the Secretary aud said: 
“If you please, Mr. Stanton, permit me to have 
the proceedings of the Council of War, that 
they m»v be copied in a fair band, and General 
Siuhner,’ the President of the Council, will sign 
them, the Recorder will sign them, and they 
will then be in proper form.’' “I’m just as good 
a judge of the form as vou are,” was tho reply 
of your friend. Other incivilities have been at- 
tempted bv Mr. Stanton toward mo the manner 
and result of which he has neither forgotten nor 
forgiven, and which he may relate to you when- 
ever he may feel so disposed. 

On the following morning, at the appointed 
hour, when all tlio officers of the Council of 
War had assembled, Mr. Lincoln said: “I have 
slept better than for two weeks. I feel relieved 
of an immense responsibility. I have deter- 
mined upon the following programme, which 
be submitted verbally, and which was substan- 
tially as follows:

The •’ 'n Jar campaign was proposed by 
Gen. M» C .cliari whil-t Commander-in-Chief of 
the armies of the United States, and was intend- 
ed to be ir.: !r wi:h ti c forces then under hii 
command in E xtern Virginta, estimated at oyer 
200,00 men. It w so accepted by the Presi- 
dent, and tlv movement was commenced upon 
that basis. Gen. McClellan had scarcely left 
Washington to take the field, when the Secre- 
tary of War relieved him of all the armies not 
under his (Gen. McClellan’s) immediate com- 
mand, and assumed command of them himself. 
The troops left in Northeastern Virginia were 
placed under the command of McDowell, Ranks, 
Fremont;, and Sigcl, each being independent of 
tlie other and of Gen. McClellan, and all being 
subject to the order of Mr. Stanton. Whilst the 
above division of our army was taking place, 
the Confederates conce ntrated theirs, until, on 
the 2fith day of June, Gen. McClellan found him- 
self before Richmond with 85,000 men (includ- 
ing McCall’s division), and was attacked by the 
concentrated Confederate force of 175,000 at the 
very moment when McDowell, under protest, 
withdrew his assistance from McClellan, bv the 
orders of the President and Secretary of War. 

The campaign under General Grant did not 
commence until the 4th of May, 1804. That of 
Chancellorsville, in which the casualties of that 
army wore estimated at thirty thousand men, * 
and which, but for the Providential killing of 
Stonewall Jacksou, would have been annihi- 
lated, was planned by the President and General 
Hooker, or. to n*e the President’s own words, 
by “Joe aud I,” of which the Secretary of War 
and Gen. ll.dleck were kept profoundly ignor- 
ant, and was not commenced until May 2, 1803; 
whilst that of tho -Peninsula, for the delay of 
which Gen. McClellan was so much censured, 
was commenced on tho 25th of March, 18o2, 
forty days in advance of either of tho others. 

Why this bitter enmity and persecution of 
Gen. McClellan? Why iu the beginning of 
March was the President pressed to death to re- 
move him, even before lie had made his first 
trial in command of the Army of the Potomac? 
Why did a distinguished member of the Senate 
on the 37th of March write to me: 

The cry against McClellan Is increanluL*: evor.r effort 
}• being made to crush him. What pn«»i chance had 
G moral McClellan to succeed when his own govern- 
ment did everything In their power to embarrass hia 
movements and break him down? One would think his 
tn«k sufficiently onerous, laborious, and responsible, 
when, without experience, after the first disastrous rout 
at Bull Run, he reorganized the armies of the United 
Slates and whs preparing to fight them, without the ad- 
ditional conviction l*eing forced upon him at every step 
that his own government were determined to crush 
Him. 

Judge, you and I met within ten days after 
the dreadful battles before Richmond. You at- 
tacked Gen. McClellan with a bitterness and 
feeling that ill becomes a Christian gentleman. 

I then begged you uot to break down Gen. Mc- 
Clellan until you had given him a fair trial, and 
until vou had found a better man, and chal- 
lenged ^ou to name a better General. I now do 
the same thing, and appeal to the record of the 
j ast thirty month?, and to the rivers of blood 
that have flown since, to sustain what I then 
averted. I refer you to the opinions of foreign 
officers, and I assure you that among the old 
officers of the army I shall be fully sustained. 

The preference of Gen. McClellan for the pe- 
ninsula campaign and the condemnation of the 
Pi etidenPs plan ha\ e been fully sustained. The 
families and friends of the one hundred and 
thirty thousand men lost south of the Rapid 
Ann since the 4th of May last proclaim it every- 
where. Mr. Stanton told the country at that 
lime he ha<Fa hundred thousand more men than 
he wonted, and now he tells you he wants a 
hundred thousand more men.

Judge Kcllcv, were tlie records of tlie Council 
of War and tlial of “the strict conr-c of exami- 
nation" made by Mr. Stanton, indicating the 
very difficulties antt dreadful losses Gen. Grant 
has lately sustained, cycr placed before him? 
And why not? Aud who is responsible for the 
one hundred thousand men unnecessarllr and 
wickedly sacrificed south of the Rapid Ann in 
the experiment made to prove that Gen. Mc- 
Clellan and the Council of War were wroug and 
that tlie President’s plan was right. 

The army of the United States, as yon found 
it at the commencement of this war," was com- 
posed of a high-toned, intelligent, honorable, 
gallant set of men, fully equal to the contest 
before them; they had always studiously avoided 
all political connections; many of them had been 
thirty years in the service of their country and 
hud never voted. They held their country aud 
ihe honor and integrity of it before every other 
consideration. Had a rule been adopted requir- 
ing that no political subject should be intro- 
duced into tlie army, but that ell political rights 
should l>e respected, aud had array officers only 
1 ccn held responsible for the conduct oftlie war, 
it would have terminated long go. 

Why have McClellan, and Jffiilgvvi.It, and 
McPherson, and Bayard, and Franklin, and 
Buell, and Meade, aud Avcrill, aud Porter, anil 
a score of other General officers, with hundreds, 
if not thousands, of officers of an inferior grade, 

I con offended and held back, and many of them 
dismissed from the army without a word of ex- 
planation, an arbitrary act unknown in Great 
Britain, whilst Pope, and Burnside, and Hooker, 
aud Butler, and lluuter, and Hunks, and , Sigcl, 
aud Sickles, and hundreds of others, eertamlv 
no hotter than the former, have becu prefer red? 
Why was General Stone, than whom there is 
not a more loyal men, and accomplished gen- 
tleman and gallant soldier in tlie country', con- 
fined in prison fifteen months? And when re- 
leased by au act of Congress, why was it that 
neilh-r ihe President, nor Secretary of War. nor 
Secretary of State, nor other persons at Wash- 
ington would assent to any knowledge or anr 
participation in the arrest? " Such outrages arc 
calculated to break down the honor and e.yril 
df, corns of any army, and all have looked on 
with disgust grid horror and pain at the shame- 
ful injustice and outrages that have been con- 
tinually Leaped upon so many of thei- old 
friends’ and comrades)* arras, whom they know 
incapable of an ungentlemanly, dishonorable, 
unsoffiierlv, dr disloyal act. 

Why did tlie Committee on the Conduct of the 
War investigate and talsifv with such nice pre- 
cision tlie conduct of McClellan aud his fr iends, 
md overlook the volumes of charges filed in the 
War Department against Fremont, aud Sigcl, 
and Hunter, and others, and entirely overlook 
tho immense slaughter at Chancellorsville and 
Fredericksburg and south of the Rapid Ann? 
Why did a secret political inquisition, with no 
ether pretext than that they sus|>cctcd him of 
political ambition, sit over five hundred days 
and manufacture over seventeen hundred pages 
of ex parte testimony against a young officer, a 
Christian gentleman, au honest man, who, 
Heaven only knows, never bad but one purpose, 
and that to rei ve his country and hi- God? 

You know. Judge, that whilst in Washington 
Gen. McClellan studiou sly avoided all political 
association, and to such an extent that many of 
his friends of both parties were much offended. 
The first knowledge that I ever had of any po- 
litical ambition on bis part was alter he had 
been retired from active service and sent in dis- 
grace to New Jerscv; and this w after bis tiu 
nc fa. for tlie succession liad been discovered by 
Mr. Lincoln, and the people liad signified their 
attention for biin. His letters and orders bave 
been called political, but thev were eminently 
proper, and refer entirely to the military policy 
of the country. 

But, Judge, suppose that we admit that Gon. 
McClellan laid au ambition to be President of 
the United States, was it not a laudable ambi- 
tion, and is there any impropriety in it? Is the 
field not <>1 en to him as well as to Mr. Lincoln, 
or Mr. Fremont, or Mr. Chase, or the many 
ulhcis infinitely liis inferiors? 80 far as the ob- 
jections to his military qualifications are con- 
cerned, we have only to remind voti that, with- 
in the last sixty days, a confidential friend of tlie 
President was sent" to offer him one of the most 
important commands of tlie army. But this 
1 'reposition was coupled with the inost dishon- 
orable condition that lie should decline to bo a 
candidate for tlie Presidency. Gen. McClellan 
restrained his indignation and replied to the 
hearer of the message, “Go back to Washington, 
and say to the 1 ’resident for me that when I re- 
ceive my official written orders he shall have my 

rover.” 

Beware, Judge, of the intemperate abuse of 
your political opponents, as proud and loyal as 
you are, wlio would rather sec the continent of 
America sink into tlie ocean with all that dwells 
upon it than sec our nationality destroyed; who 
v. ill not endure this constant usurpation of au- 
thority and encroachment upon their rights; and 
w bom v ou may drive into a dreadful conflict, in 
which the abolitionist anil tlie negro may find 
themselves arrayed against all who will unitedly 
stand, hard in hand and shoulder to shoulder, 
in defence of tlie constitution and the funda- 
mental laws of tho land.

THE NEGRO QUESTION, 
nv s. «. monotuLs. 

J. Our government wa founded by white 
men lor white people. It was iu the contem- 
plation of no one that wc should ever be de- 
bused into a mulatto nation. Nothing was 
done by legislation or otherwise to remove tho 
strong natural repugnance of race between 
whites and blacks, but everything to increase 
tlie prejudice and maintain the white supremacy. 
Intermarriage lxrwcen tlie races was prohibited; 
the blacks were refused all political or social 
equality, all right of suffrage, or to hold office, 
even tlie privilege of testifying against tlie 
whites;— most of the States' prohibited free 
blacks from emigrating to or settling in them. 

?. The black population is a moral, social, 
and political evil to the States in which it is lo- 
cated; bnt the evil is confined to tlio»e States, 
blavcholding may be a sin, though it is counte- 
nanced by tlie example of all nations, ancient or 
modem, "civilized or uncivilized, Christian or 
pagan; but it is a sin for which they who prac- 
tise it are alone responsible, none of it attach- 
ing to the free States, who have no rightful con- 
trol over the subject. 

For the evil aud the sin wc have to thank the 
cupidity of Engluud and that of those among 
our own countrymen, wlio carried en tlie African 
slave trade prior to the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution; and for the twenty years that the 
trade was kept open thereafter, we are indebted 
to tlie cupidity of certain New England aud ex- 
treme Southern States, wlio trafficked their 
votes with each other, and combined to keep 
open tlie trade despite the earnest remonstrance 
of Maryland and Virginia. Assaid by President 
Lincoln, “the people of tlie South are not more 
responsible for the original introduction of tills 
property than are tlie people of the North.” 
Whilst the evils from negro slavery have been 
felt exclusively by the States in which it is loca- 
ted, the largo commercial benefits from slave 
labor have l>een diffused all over the nation. 
Slave labor furnishing, as it has, two hundred 
.millions of annual exports from the South, has 
been the. principal nutriment of our immense 
national commerce. To tho North it has been 
au unmixed benefit, giving her at the South Ihe 
most commodious and bountiful market of the 
world for the products of Northern capital and 
industry. 

ft. Tlie true policy in reference to onr negro 
1 opnlatlon is to lie found in the separation, 
n< >t tlie wnatflamatnoi of the two races. 

So have thought all our more eminent 
statesmen wlio have carefully considered tlie 
subject, including such names as Washington, 
Jefferson, Madison, Clay, and Webster. .Jeffer- 
son said: “Nothing is "more clearly written in 
the 1" ok of destiny than tlie emancipation of 
the blacks; and it is equally certain that the two 
races will never live in a state of equal freedom 
under the same government, so insurmountable 
are the barriers which nature, habit, and opin- 
ion. have established between them." 

No public man lias ever more fully or fre- 
quently than President Lincoln committed him- 
self in CiYor of the policy of separation, lie 
earnestly recommended to Congress a scheme 
f< r gradual compensated emancipation and 
1 olouiralion. lie never seemingly abandoned 
H e policy until, from want of manhood, lie 
truckled to tlie threatened dictation of the 
traitor cabal of fanatic Governors. lie tried to 
eserpe tlie disgrace of bis submission by antici- 
1 ating them, and lienee bis disastrous abolition 
1 reclamation, which either unmasked his pre- 
vious hypiicrisy or proYcd him to be the weak, 
if unwilling, tool of ruthless fanaticism. Since 
ttien vengeance against tlie South has been his 
main object, reckless of the interests of both 
races, using the blacks only as a means for ven- 
geance, regardless of what they may sutler in 
its accomplishment; this vengeance, too, being 
for supposed hate of himself, induced by liis own 
acts. 

4. The incitement contained in that proclama- 
tion to a servile war of knife and torch is de- 
nounced as contrary to the usages of civilized 
warfare lw our Declaration of Independence, 
and also by the diplomatic correspondence of 
John Quincy Adams under the Presidency of 
Monroe. In" the latter, it is said, in reference to 
tlie pretended right to emancipate the slaves of 

yin enemy by proclamation: “The right of put- 
ting to death all prisoners in cold blood and 
without special cause, might as well he pretend- 
ed to be a law of war or the right to use poi- 
soned weapons or to assassinate.” 

President Lincoln, by his resort to such means 
against liis own countrymen, lias done what he 
can to degrade the nation even below the level 
of those who murder prisoners, use poisened 
weapons, or assassinate in wnr with a foreign 

cm lire. 

5. With the aid of lime, the policy of separa- 
tion can lie carried out beneliciaflv for both 
rapes, by obtaining in Southern Mexico or Cen- 
tral America sites for colonies so accessible that 
tlie negroes could work their own way there, 
without expense to tlie government. Ti’is the? 
would willingly do so soon os the colonies be- 
gan to prosper. Voluntary emancipation would 
progress rapidly, and public eentiment would 
justify the free Suites in even coercing emigra- 
tion to relieve them from tlie negro nuisance. 

6. Tlie system of Mexican) peonage, into 
which it is now attempted to convert negro 
slavery, has nothing to recommend it. "Whilst 
it lias been reducing a semi-civilized people to 
barbarism, negro slavery, as practised In this 
country, especially in the northwardly slave 
States, has elevated a race from the extreme of 
ignorant barbarism to a comparative condition 
of intelligent civilization. Tlie contest between 
Tlie Imported African aud the civilized negro of 
our border States, with bis physical, intellect- 
ual, and moral improvement, is lnadeqn«iicl T 
expreseed by the difference between a donkeV 
and a thorough-bred racer. This improvement, 
too, has bien accomplished with as large-physi- 
cal comfort on tlie part of the negro, as belongs 
to tlie condition of much of tlie laboring |>eas- 
nntry in Euroiie. Onr own experience ar to 
leased plantation negro labor, has thus far 
proved the scheme successful only in enriching! 
the vilest shoddies at the expense" of the cheat- 
ed, maltreated negro. 

7. The scheme of miscegenation andamalga- 
tk n is one of equal folly. Tlie law of nature 
against the propagation of hybrids vindicates 
its supremacy by a visible deterioration from 
both raves, before reaching the octoroon, when 
propagation entirely ceases. Besides theselieme 
is so disgustingly revolting to the strong natural 
instincts of our people, as to render its proposal 
a gross insnit to the nation. If our abolition 
men and women will insist on having it tried 
w ith their personal kid, it is to be hoped that 
our country will not be disgraced by tlie exper- 
iment, but tlmt it may be made in some foreign 
land. This natural revulsion is not to be con- 
quered by its fierce denunciation iu the halls of 
Congress as “a base prejudice.” 

ft. We need no further experiments jo prove 
tlie empiricism of charlatan negro philanthro- 
py. Of all tlie faults and crimes of the nation 
tretn jts connection with the negro race, tliero 
is none so prominent ns that which has occurred 
rim ing tlie present war and which is altogether 
of abolition procurement. Their proclama- 
tions, though failing in their main purposo of 
inciting the use of the knife and tlie torch in 
negro insurrections, yet succeeded in seducing 
them from their comfortable homes to our 
camps and military stajionsby the tens of thou- 
sands. where, massed together in loathsome 
squalor, they died oft" like rotten sheep, by nil 
I lie pitiable modes of death incident to starva- 
tion and unprotected exposure to tho inclemen- 
cies of tlie weather. 

Such is abolition wisdom and philanthropy; — 
such is tlie stain upon our national character for 
humanity, inflicted by an abolition administra- 
tion. 

President Lincoln must have suffered some 
severe twinges of conscience for this, or he would 
not have made public acknowledgement of liis 
blunder, by authorizing tlie people of rebel 
Slates to rc-emJave those lie claimed to have ir- 
revocably emnnei) ated. This he did by anthor- 
Ling tlie rebel States to subject thosefec had 
emancipated unconditionally to a preparatory 
1 upilage before receiving the full rights of free- 
men. 

9. The objections to abol it ionizing the eonsti- 
tution arc — 

First — It would preclude reconciliation— all 
chance of amicable reconstruction — leaviugoveiy 
tiling to the uncertain issue of long war. 

Second— Such amendment of the constitution 
1 :• n lie obtained only by the fraudulent iiianu- 
fnctnre of new States ontof Territories not hav- 
ing one-third the population entitling them to 
admission into tlie Union, and the fraudulent 
manipulation of reliel States. 

Third— It would he an act of base, ungrateful 
perfidy toward tlie border slave States, who aid- 
ed the suppression of the rebellion under the 
most solemn, oft-repeated assurances from Con- 
gress and President that nothing of the sort 
should lie attempted, yet the amendment re- 
quires the destruction, nut to say tlie 
robbery, of more than two hundred millions 
worth "of property in those States, owned by 
loyal citizens guiltlesd of all fault toward the 
government, without whose aid the Union could 
rot have been preserved; indeed, it is more than 
doubtful whether, without Hint aid, the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet would have made even a seri- 
ous effort nt its preservation by force. 

Fourth — It would induce a supposed necessity 
for another amendment giving Congress exclu- 
sive separate power to govern what are now 
four million, in twenty-two years will be eight 
million, and in forty-lour years will be sixteen 
million of negroes, scattered throughout the n t- 
tion, as prefigured bv the bill of last session 
creating tlie Freedmen’s Department; or for an 
amendment that shall nt once raise the negroes 
to all the rights of full citizenship, including 
that of emigrating and settling where they 
nleasc, in despite the will of the white inhabi- 
ntsof the several States.

As tho most significant part 01 a letter is some- 
times found in its postscript, so it is certain 
that the mofc Interesting part of the speech 
made at New York on Tuesday last by the Hon. 
Montgomery Biair, the late Postmaster-General, 
was thrown into a parenthesis. That parenthe- 
sis contained the following piece of uotcI infor- 
mation: 

^ Alluding to the fact that’ Mr. Vallandigham, 
after having opposed the nomination of Geu. 
McClellan, when lie found himself outvoted, as 
i.s usual with the leader of tho minority in such 
bodies, had moved that the nomination of Gen. 
McClellan should be made unanimous, Mr. 
Blair said: 

On his motion, every voice that had been raised to 
ft ry a; ainst t he nomination of McClellan was sileucud, 
and tho vote in his favor made uuanimotia. There waa 
a potent i* pell lull .4 voice that made “accusation of hos- 
tilities," “a contention of the States," ol course as equals 
and independent, sad a quunnam chief of tho Federal 
winy— ton* whsttl to the Inst 1 believed to be true to th 
cm:m in which hit country is* inliaiked, aud, 1 may u*id, 
v ncin ihe President held to be patriotic, uud bad con- 
cerUpl with General Grant to bring again into the held 
'»* his adjunct, if ht turned his hack ou the proposals of 
Ihe peace junto nt Chicapoj— to leud the laat assault 
p: L’Bacd by tut Southern counpirators, countenanced by 
loiei£n power is against the institutions of the countrjs 

From this extraordinary statement we learn 
that the President had arranged with General 
Grant to bring Ccn. McClellan again into the 
field as his “adtrnct,’’ provided the latter should 
decline the nomination of the Chicago Conven- 
tion. 

We wish the whole American people to pon- 
der this statement and mark its significance. 
They will learn from this public announcement, 
made by a geltleman who, as a member of Mr. 
Lincoln’s Cabmct^lias shared his confidence in 
an un.su rpassed degree, that both the President 
and Gen. Grant have full confidence in General 
McClellan’s military capacity, insomuch that it 
hud been “concei ted” between Mr. Lincoln and 
the Lieutenant-General that General McClellan 
should be the “adjunct” of the latter. They 
ill further learn from this extraordinary 
announcement that the President has no objec- 
tions to General McClellan save such as spring 
from the posiii<£. of political rlvalrv into which 
tlie latter has been brought by the Chicago Con- 
vent^on. If Geueral McClellan had been will- 
ing to, renounce the nomination conferred bv 
tlmt body, he would have been immediately 
thereupon a good enough General to bo the 
“adjunct” of General Grant in his difUcult and 
responsible duties. 

Alter tliis statement wc shall hope to hear no 
reflections on the military capacity of Gen. Mc- 
Clellan from any liiend of President Lincoln; lor 
any such reflec tions can only imply that tho 
President, in his satisfaction at getting quit of a 
dreaded political rival, would have been willing 
to put an incompetent officer in command of 
the live* of our soldiers and of the military 
fortunes of 4he Republic. When the statement 
looked at in all tlie aspects it opens to 
the candid end patriotic mind, we great- 
ly mistake tlie character of the American 
people if it does not produce a profound 
impression on the country. It is as significant 
us it is Surprising. Tlie friends of truth and of 
justice, cqualltv with the friends of General Mc- 
( icllnn, or^Lt to be grateful to Mr. Blair for the 
aid be has brought to them, by scattering at a 
le vs hill ol hi* bicuth the cloud of de- 
traction with which, lor political purposes, 
it Las l-ccn Bought, to obscure tlie mil- 
itary reputation of General McClellan. 

We should not omit to add that we had sev- 
eral weeks ago an intimation of the proposition 
made bv the President to General McClellan un- 
der this head, and which Mr. Montgomery 
Blair ha* now published to tho world ana con- 
Urnicd ly the authority of hi* name. Wc had 
no doubt at the time of the authenticity of the 
statements which then came to onr knowledge, 
but we were unwilling to give them currency 
until they Lad assumed a sliape entirely trust- 
worthy. The intimation to which we refer, con- 
rmed as it w.is by some other source* of knowl- 
edge on the subject, appeared in a New York 
journal under' date of last August 4th, having 
been communicated to that journal by its cor- 
respondent in this city.

AlVr ascer- 
tain i tig where he could get trace of him he retraces 
his rU-db, aud succeeds in obtaining au interview 
with “Little Mat" at two 1*. M., in some priv.Uc ollico 
down town. Alter exchanging tho usual compliments 
ct the day. Mi. Blair, Senior, proceeds to business, 
r».rd infertrs General McClellan *qiiat h«s s> rvir**t 
uie needed in tho field, and tlmt if he will address 
a note to either the President or himself stating that he 
lout no political aspirations, and that he will no* allow 
his name to be used at the Chicago Convention, he (the 
Pnhiueiitj will give him (McClellan) an important corn - 
inanu ut onoe.” 'i hia may not huro been the p roc iso 
woiding of Mr. Blair’s statements in every particular; 
l ut it is the pr« rise substance aud puipoitv! his state- 
Cen. McClellan’s iep!y wus just such as an in- 
dh limit man of his ability would give to -inch « propo- 
sition. As a matter of course ho repudiated making any 
haraain* and retimed to write an> such letter: but it is 
M»iii tlmt ho intimated that be, as a military olticer, was 
tinder the orders of the President, aud if the latter 
c? u« *ed him tv iU* llcll ».o would Uvo io or resign.

Wasiiisgtox, October 5. 
The adTice* from the front are not what was 
generally anticipated. Passengers who came up 
to-day say that heavy rain storms have prevent- 
ed any military operations for the past three 
days, and the situation therefore remains un- 
changed. 

There was a rumor afloat at City Point, 
which appeared to be upon the lips "of every 
one, that Sheridan had arrived witldn co-ope- 
rating distance of Grant, aud that a portion of 
liis cavalry liad actually made a junction with 
Grant’s advance. 

The report could be traced to no reliablo 
source. On the north side of tlie James river 
there has been no lighting since the rebels made 
an unsuccessful ellort to rctuko the Chapin 
Farm position. 

Tlie 10th and 18th corps are actively engaged 
in throwing up breastworks and strengthening 
their positions, which arc now well nigli im- 
pregnable and afford Tantagu ground for the 
next move forward. 

All onr men wounded in the engagement at 
Chapin's Farm bave been removed from the 
field and placed in hospitals. Tlie tola! loss in 
all the late engagements is between three and 
four thousand. 

'1 lit guerillas are very quiet in Fairfax county. 
Not one of them lias been heard of during the 
past ten days. They are principally engaged in 
operating at present in Sheridan’s rear. 

A Mobile despatch to the rebel papers, dated 
tlie 25th of September, says that General Sher- 
man lias sent out a heavy cavalry force from 
Atlanta on liis right.

New York, Oct. 5. 

Official information has reached Washington 
from the north overland expedition, command- 
ded by Captain Fisk.

— T he east- 
ward bound train on the Hannibal and Saint 
Joseph railroad, due at Hannibal, Mo., Monday 
at five o’clock, did not reach the city till mid- 
night. The westward bound train had run off 
the track between Hunnewcll and Shelbina, and 
when the eastward bound train reached the de- 
pot, it could not pass till the track was cleared.

Having accomplished their work, tho 
rebels ordered the conductor to set fire to the 
freight train, and to tlie train of cars off the 
track. This was done, and the two trains were 
burned. The eastward bound passenger train 
was spared and permitted to go ahead. Before 
netting fire to the freight train, a lot of hogs 
aboard were turned loose. Nobody was hurt, 
and no shots were filed. 

The villains who did the work are thought to 
have been a detachment of Anderson’s gang. 
They were all young men between sixteen and 
twenty -five years of age. *r 

Two Mrs Kiixkd in Cai.lawav Ccuntt.— 
For some time past, a mau named Brewer, living 
iu Callaway County, Mo., four miles from Port- 
land, has been recruiting a company for the 
purpose cither of joining the rebel army, or of 
going into the guerrilla business. He took little 
trouble to conceal his design, openly declaiming 
it, and pointing out a number of citizens of 
Portland, whom he threatened with vengeance. 
Ho had seduced liis son, a young man about 
eighteen years old, aud fifteen others, into his 
enterprise, and was, apparently, nearly ready to 
take the brush, when a party of soldiers from 
Herman, having intelligence of liis schemes, 
went to his hom>c lost Thursday night, took him 
and his son out, and shot them dead. 

Foreest. — A gentleman who left Columbia 
Sunday evening states that Forrest made his ap- 
pearance before that town during Sunday, and 
commenced to “feci” the garrison there. A 
lively skirmish ensued, which was kept up for 
about four hours. The greater portion of the 
skirmishing occurred in the vicinity of Jackson 
College, in the suburbs of the town.

Onr informant witnessed ft 
from an elevated position north of the fort, and 
half a mile from it.

musketrv, while tlie 32-pouuders in the fort

ty. At tlie ditch tlie assailants eonld advance 
no further, and, Iieing exposed to a dcstruetiv, 
I lire from the gallant garrison, were forced to re- 
treat. I’riec was rot present when the engage- 
mi nt commenced, but arrived on the ground 
j while it w as going on. He expressed hi, disap- 
! proval of tlto attack, which was ordered by 
Marmadnke, aud would not permit it to be re- 
peated. But one assault was made, although a 
good deal of skirmishing took place south of 
the fori, aud on Pilot Knob and Shepard moun- 
tain. The rebel loss in the light was about 50 
killed and 500 wounded; ours about 9 kiUed aud 
•10 wounded. The night after the battle Price 
managed to get some artillery on the 
top of Shepard mountain, and to throw a force 
north of t\ie fort on the railroad. Gen. Ewing 
discovering this, and knowing that he could not 
hold the fort with these guns hearing upon it, 
determined to evacuate it. This ho did about 
two o’clock Wednesday morning, having first 
spiked liis guns, and applied a slow-inaloh to 
the magazine, which blew up with a tremendous 
jar, an hour or two afterwards. General Ewing 
took the road to Caledonia, without meeting 
witli anv obstacle. In the morning, the rebel* 
finding that Ewing had gone, prepared to follow 
him, but did not get off in pursuit, till eleven 
o’clock. Price led the pursuit In person, with 
7,000 men, leaving only about one hundred and 
fifty men under John Bull, formerly of 8t. Louis, 
at the Knob. Tlie enemy reached Caledonia 
at sundown on Wednesday, eighty hoars be- 
hind General Ewing. After remaining at Cale- 
donia until nine o’clock that night, they 
broke camp, and renewed tlie pursuit in the di- 
rection of Webster, which place tlier readied at 
dav break Thursday morning, and learned that 
Ewing liad left only twenty minutes helore. 
Here our informant’s knowledge of the retreat 
and pursuit ends. Wliat took place between 
Webster and Harrison station on tlie southwest 
blanch road, we do not know. Wc do know, 
however, that Ewing reached Harrison, still 
pursued, and having apparently been attacked 
by tlie enemy; and that he was attacked again 
shortly after his arrival tlicrc. Price with tha 
pursuing force is still on or near the Southwest 
Branch load. Shelby's force did not join ia ilia 
pursuit, but remained on tlie Iron Mountain 
rof.it iu tlie vicinity ol" Blackwell and Mineral 
Point. 

Il was not tlie original intention of Price to 
attack Ewing, but to threaten him from liclow, 
draw as many troops as possible to his succor, 
and then throw himself on the road north of 
the garrison, and await au attack. So coulidoat 
were tlie enemy that this plan would succeed 
that when General EwiDg scut off a railroad 
train to St. Louis, laden w itli commissary sup- 
plier, in preparation for a retreat, Shelby, lying 
on ll:c road above, permitted the train "to pass, 
thinking it was going after reinforcements. It. 
was not till after the rebels discovered their mis- 
take that they departed from their original plan 
and prepared to attack the garrison. They 
were a good deal vexed at the wariness of Geu- 
eral Smith in holding his forces buck, instead of 
rending them, as they hoped, to the aid of Ew- 
ing. 

( )ur informant conversed with a number of 
rebel officers and troops, wlio imposed no re- 
stiietions on citizens, even permitting Dr. Peck, 
a well-known Union limn, wlio liad fled at their 
approach, to return to his family at Irontoa 
They all asserted that they were going to St. 
Louis, that they left Arkansas for that purpose, 
and were perfectly confident of capturing tlie 
city. When told of the difficulties of the under- 
taking, a Texas Captain said they were aware of 
them. Rosecrans, whom he hid met at Cor- 
inth, was a pretty good officer; hut they would 
have 60,000 men, and if If, 000 of them fell be- 
fore St. Louis, the rest would march over the 
fortifications and cannon into the city. When 
asked where tlx 66,000 men were to come from, 
lie stated tlmt Kirby Smith and Magruder 
wore both in Arkansas, one above and the 
other below Steele; that they did not intend to 
attack him in his works, hut would, by cutting 
off his supplies, force him to abandon Littla 
Rock, when they would attack him, defeat him, 
and then march into Missouri, unite their force* 
with those of Price, and occupy the State. The 
rebels appeared to be careless and loose in their 
-regulations at Pilot Knob. Citizens were per- 
mitted to pass aud (gpass tlieir septries at pleas, 
urc. They said they didn't care who knew their 
strength and their intentions. Tlieir destination 
was St. Louis, and if any citizen wanted to ga 
to tlie city and tell what lie liad seen and heard, 
he could go. They were all hearty and appeu 
rci tlv well fed, stating that they bad captured 
on. ugh commissary supplies from Steele to fur- 
nish them abundantly. They seemed to care little 
for food, and a small train of wagons laden with 
provisions which they captured above the Knob 
was burned in tlie road. They were In need of 
dry-goods, blankets, hats, boot* and shoes, and 
robbed even- store they came across, no matter 
whom it belonged to. Our informant estimate* 
Price’s present force at thirty thonsand me*, 
many of whom hare joined him or bee* eon- 
scripted since he entered the State. Consider- 
able numbers are joining him, being induced to 
do so bV the threat that if thev do uot, they will 
1 e pressed into the ranks. Nearly every rebel 
soldier has two or ; thrce revolvers, two in hi* 
belt, and one in liis bootleg. Price had three 
pieces of heavy artillery. They wero served 
with vigor and "skill against the fort, though 
with hut little ellect on tlie parapet. Their re- 
ports were fully as loud and heavy as Ewing’* 
thirty-two pounders. The statement that the 
enemy burned the court-house at Farmington i* 
a mistake. Not a house there was burned. 

A squad of rebels seized a hundred head of 
fine mules and a number of wagons at Iron 
mountain, four miles above the Knob, and also 
robbed the stores there of all their good*. All 
this property belonged to the Iron Mountain 
Company. One of the proprietors, Mr. Harri- 
son, was" there at the time, and on appealing to 
Price, had liis mules and wagons restored to 
him, tlie reliel chieftain stating that lie had no 
use for any more horses and wagons. Tlie dry 
goods he refnsed to give up, saying be waa 
hound to have them. 

Our informant regards the invasion as a seri- 
ous matter. He credits tlie largest estimate *f 
the invading force, and think* it will be eo*- 
stantiy augmented by volunteer or conscript 
accessions wherever the rebels go.

The Grave of Wordsworth.— In my ramble* 
through this beautiful lake district, which, not- 
withstanding the long drouth in the south, is 
green as ati emerald, I found myself lately at 
Grasmere, and went to the little churchyard there 
to visit tlie grave of Wordsworth. He lies in a 
secluded corner, surrounded by his children, and 
liis widow’s remains now (jll the space which 
had been reserved for her at his side. Each 
grave lias an ordinary headstone, with an in- 
scription, aud is, or rather once was, a rounded 
mound of grepn turf, in the style so common in 
vital Lje churchyards, and so suitable to the poet. 
I bad no difficulty in finding tlio spot, for, on 
arriving, I observed a party of six or eight 
tourists already there. But I was surprised and 
sltoeked to discover that one or two of them 
were actually standing on the graves, in order 
more conveniently to read the inscriptions, and 
tiiat the sacrilegious feet of themselves and others 
like them had not merely destroyed tho grass, 
but positively trodden away the earth ol the 
mounds on which it .grow, so that the graves of 
Wordsworth and liis sister Dorothy, with tne ex- 
ception of about a foot’s length at the head- 
stones had been trampled on— a shapeless mass 
of dust which after rain must become mud. 
'Hie fact is that the graves are in such a nook 
tlial it makes a short cut to walk over them to 
reach a place iu front of the headstones where 
the inscriptions can be read, and this short cut, 
I grieve to sav, Is generally taken. The result is 
mi st deplorable, and something ought to be 
done to prevent its continuance.

showed at least presence of mind. 

Admiral Henry Litchfield has lately died i* 
London, in his seventy-sixth year. He entered 
tlie navy iu May, 1800, and was midshipman of 
Die Impctreux.'and assisted at.thchlowingup of 
tlie Insolente in the Morbeam river in 1800; also 
served at the reduction of Aux Cayca and other 
ports of St. Domingo in 1803, and on shore at 
the attack on Curacoa in 1804. He was acting- 
master of the Renard, and after senior Lieuten- 
ant of the Reindeer at Walcheren, and com- 
manded. He next commanded the Mohawk ia 
the operations on the coast of America, includ- 
ing the attack on Crancy Island and Hampton, 
aiS served in her boat at tho destruction of tha 
United States schooner Asp, in 1812. He held 
other active employment up to 1823.

The time before the election is short; but 
Colonel Wolford, as will be seen from the list of 
his appointments, intends that the campaign 
shall be active, so far at least as he is concerned. 
W» need not call upon the people to come out 
to hear him. After what he has done and suf- 
fered for the Union, he can never lack attentive 
and respectful hearers when he thinks proper to 
speak for it, leaving out of view the fact that he 
stands by common consent in the very front 
rank of the popular speakers of Kentucky, as 
well as the further fact that he is a chosen rep- 
resentative of the cause of the Union and the 
Constitution in our State. We confidently an- 
ticipate that Colonel Wolford’s tour as an elec- 
toral candidate will be signalised by a series of 
the largest and most enthusiastic meetings of 
the people ever held in this Commonwealth. 

Significant and Ominous. — On Wednesday 
we put forth an editorial article, pointing to the 
indications that »ur November election in Ken- 
tuckv is to be convened by the bayonet, and 
calling earnestly upon the President and his 
Organs to let the friends of McClellan know 
what they are to expect. In that article we 
called public attention to the deeply significant 
fact that no organ of the President has, it any 
time, held out cither a promise or a hope of free 
suffrage m our State, but that, on the contrary, 
oil of them have implied, by their general tone, 
that they want an election under the auspices of 
a military .force, armed and using then- arms in 
the interests of the President and his party. 

We have reason to know that our remarks 
upon tiiis important subject excited public at- 
tention in no small degree. Men who had been 
wholly or partially unaware of the near and rap- 
idly approaching danger began to take the alarm 
and to ask themselves and each other what was 
to be done. The abolition organ of yesterday 
contains what purports to be a reply to our 
article, but the reader cannot foil to be struck 
with the extraordinary fact that the author, true 
to the base and cowardly course hitherto pur- 
sued by himself and his brethren, still refuses to 
say or even to intimate whether our November 
election is to be free or whether bayonets are 
to bristle around the polls as thick as the quills 
of an enraged porcupine. We say that his arti- 
cle, keeping utter silence in regard to so vital 
a matter and wholly omitting all allusion to it in 
defiance and disregard of our pointed interrog- 
atories, is deeply significant and darkly om- 
i nous. It is a solemn though most unmanly 
warning to us and our friends to look for the 
worst, or at least to be ready for it. 

The people may set it down as an indisputable 
truth that all the Lincoln organs and leaders in 
Kentucky are in favor of a test-oath vote, a bul- 
lct-and-bayonct election in November. They 
are urging the President on, by all the means in 
their power, to the projected outrage, if indeed 
they find that he needs to be urged on. Neither 
he nor they can have any hope except from the 
enforcement of a naked and unqualified military 
rule on the election day, and wc all know, from 
a thousand observations and bitter experiences, 
that they are bad enough to do anything, of how- 
ever black and damning a character, necessary to 
success. Wc see the Administration and its base 
satraps fettering, manacling, chaining, shack- 
ling, under the terrors of the bayonet, the right 
of suffrage in the Presidential election of Ten- 
nessee, and the administration will jnst as soon 
set at naught all the rights of man in this State 
as in that if it can hope thereby to attain the 
gratification of its crazy passion for unlimited 
and indefinitely-protracted power. Therefore 
we repeat the suggestion" which we have made, 
that a committee, made up of men of the loftiest 
standing in the State, be appointed to go as 
soon as possible to the National Capital and ask 
the President, face to face, w hether he.wUl or 
Will not redeem his pledge, given to Mr. Hard- 
ing, Colonel Wolford, and, others to guarantee 
to us a free election. 

The Louisville organ wants to know who ever 
heard of a • President's proclamation that he 
would not strike down the freedom of election 
in Kentucky by military violence. If nobody 
ever heard of such a tiling, it is because in no 
past time have dark signs and omens indicated 
that a proclamation to that effect was needed,

CiTOn the of November, 1861, upon the 
retirement of Lieutcmun-Gcueral Scott, Major- 
General McClellan was appointed General- 
in-Chief of the armies the United States, 
and on the 11th of March, 1862, having per- 
sonally taken the field at the head of the 
Army of the Potomac, he was relieved from the 
General-in-Chiefs command and specifically as- 
signed to the Army of tile Potomac; consequently 
he had control of ail army movements but a little 
over four months, and at a season of the vea< 
when military movements were almosUmprsc- 
ticabie. In that short period, he folly instruct- 
ed General HaUeck as to his duties in command 
of the Department of Missouri, and Gen. Buell 
in the Department of the Ohio. He planned the 
expedition against Fort Pulaski to obtain com- 
mand of the harbor of Savannah and relieve the 
blockading fleet, and gave full instructions 
to General Butler when assigned to the com- 
mand of the land forces destined to co-operate 
with the navy in the attack upon New Orleans. 
In January, General McClellan was prostrated 
by severe illness, during which Mr. Stanton 
succeeded Cameron in the War Department; 
and to the new Secretary he developed his plan 
of attacking Richmond by the Lower Chesa- 
peake, of which the President disproved and 
substituted a plan of his own, which was, that, 
on the 22d of February, a'gencral movement Of 
the land and naval forces should be made 
against the insurgents. From the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to the mountain defiles of West Virginia, 
then impenetrable by reason of snow, this or- 
der was equally applicable. The Army of the 
Potomac was ordered to seize Manassas Junc- 
tion as a part of this plan, but on the 27th Of 
February the Secretary of War, by the author- 
ity of the President, issued instructions to pre- 
pare for the transportation of the Army 
of the Potomac to its field of Operations 
as designated by General McClellan. On 
the 8th of March, the President, who was 
always severely exercised about the rebel batte- 
ries on the Lower Potomac, again expressed 
dissatisfaction with the plan for the new move- 
ment down the Chesapeake, but General Mc- 
Clellan always contended that the proposed 
advance would necessarily force the enemy to 
abandon all his batteries and positions in front 
of Washington, and this opinion was subse- 
quently shown to be correct. The preparations 
to cany the batteries, however, by a movement 
toward Occoquan Creek were advanced as 
speedily as the weather permitted. At a meet- 
ing of his general officers McClellan’s views 
were supported by a majority of those present, 
but on the same day, March the 8th, the President 
issued ltis order directing the formation of 
army corps and appointing their commanders' 
General McClellan says he had always been 
in favor of the principle of an organiza- 
tion into army corps, but preferred deferring 
its practical execution until some little ex- 
perience in campaign and on the field of 
battle should show what general officers were 
most competent to exercise these high com- 
mands, for it must be remembered that we then 
had no officers whose experience in war on a 
large scale was suflMent to prove that they pos- 
sessed the necessary qualifications. An incom- 
petent commander of an army corps might 
cause irreparable damage, while it is not proba- 
ble that an incompetent division commander 
could cause any very serious mischief. On the 
same day, March 8, 1862, the President issued an- 
other war order, showing his uneasiness for the 
security of Washington, by providing that only 
about 50,000 troops should move to the new base 
until the Potomac was freed of the rebel batter- 
ies, or he should give express permission. The 
order likewise fixed the 18th of March as the 
day for moving down the Chesapeake Ray to 
the new base. On the very day this order was 
issued the rebel ram Merrimac came out of Nor- 
folk, 6ank the frigate Cumberland, burned the 
Congress, and disabled several other vessels, but 
the next day she was in turn beaten off by the 
Monitor under Lieutenant Worden, so that Mc- 
Clellan’s plans were not materially disturbed, 
though it is evident that the President, tinder 
the circumstances, should not have harried the 
expedition to Fortress Monroe. While the trans- 
ports were preparing, the General made a recon- 
noissancc in force toward Centreville and Ma- 
nassas, which showed that, as a natural conse- 
quence of the contemplated movement to the 
Peninsula, Uie rebels had evacuated all their po- 
sitions and retired toward Richmond. On the 
10th his cavalry advance was tit Centreville, and 
on the 11th he was relieved from the command 
of all the other military departments, retaining 
only the Army of the Potomac. 

From that time until the present, General 
McClellan has been the special object of detrac- 
tion by the entire abolition party. The letter of 
General Henry M. Naglee to the Hon. William 
D. Kelly exposes the duplicity of Secretary 
Stanton in his conduct toward McClellan, and 
the speech recently delivered by Montgomery 
Blair, the late Postmaster-General at New York, 
gives convincing evidence that the President had 
no doubt of the patriotism or efficiency of Gen. 
McClellan, for Mr. Blair spoke of him as “one 
whom to the last I believed to be true to the 
cause in which his country is embarked, and I 
may add, whom the President held to be patri- 
otic, and had concerted with General Grant to 
bring again into the field as his adjunct, if he 
turned his back on the proposals of the peace 
junto at Chicago.” This shows that all the 
clamor raised against General McClellan has 
been actuated by political malice and that he 
has been maligned as a soldier and "as a loyal 
citizen, for the purpose Of breaking him down 
in the affections and confidence of the 
American people. We ask particular at- 
tention to the letter of General Henry M. 
Naglee, and the developments made by the Na- 
tional Intelligencer upon Mr. Blair’s New York 
speech, which will he found on our first page. 
We have as briefly as possible given the history 
of General McClellan when Gcneral-in-Cliicf of 
the armies to show that he was not responsible 
for any of the mishaps which occurred, and now 
wc have conclusive evidence that the President 
was ready to restore him to duty as the adjunct 
of General Grant, upon a condition that no gen- 
tleman or patriot could accept, which was that 
he should decline the high honor of the Presi- 
dential nomination at the hands of the conser- 
vatives of the country.

is really provoking to read of the cap- 
ture, by the rebels on Monday last, of a train of 
two locomotives and twenty-three cars, one of 
the latter containing eight hundred Sharpe’s 
rifles, at Miller’s Landing, on the Pacific Rail- 
road.

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CampA«5* Documents — Let Them be Gnu- 
hiled.— flic most unprecedented exertions ou 
tlie pat of the abolitionists have flooded onr 
cities, towns, villages, and camps with such 
docum<nts as they hope may benefit their cause, 
by proenting garbled extracts from speeches and 
llisjoutcd fragments from official papers, which 
requi e their context to develop their proper sig- 
nifionce.

McClellan’s Harrison's Landing letter to the 
President, his West Point oration, and his speech 
at Lake George; Col. Frank Wolford’s state- 
ment; McClellan’s letter of acceptance; the 
Chicago platform; and extracts from the Balti- 
more platform, upon which Mr. Lincoln was 
Demina ted.

Shelby County News. — S ome two weeks 
ago, when Jesse with his guerilla gang was in 
Shelby county, he formed his men for the pur- 
pose of making au attack on Fort Lowry, a 
Small earthwork on the bank of Bullskin 
creek. A few determined Union men were in 
the fort, and they determined to defend the 
work to the last. Jesse charged, but Ids men 
were forced back in a wild, disorderly re- 
treat. An attempt was made to rally the 
guerillas for another attack, but they could not 
be persuaded to make another venture. The 
result of the encounter proved that the thieving 
scoundrels are too cowardly to fight, for they 
numbered more than six times as many men as 
were in the fort. Shelby county has suffered 
severely from guerilla depredations. A large 
number of horses have been stolen, and the citi- 
zens have beeu robbed of watches, money, and 
other personal property to large amounts. 

Jesse has established a line of communication 
from Shelby to Spencer county by wav of Bull- 
skin bridge. The guerillas and their friends, by 
this means, are kept well posted in regard to 
nil transactions along the line. The citizens, 
loyal and disloyal, have been deprived of the 
privilege of keeping arms in their houses, and, 
therefore, are unable to defend themselves 
against the outrages practised by the thieving 
Bcouudrels. The people of Shelby are almost a 
unit in feeling in regard to politics. McClellan 
and the Union is the grand rallying cry. Great 
enthusiasm for “Little Mac” prevails through- 
out the county. The corn crop in the richest 
portions of the couuty is light. The drought 
during the summer greatly affected toltacco, and 
tlie yield will not be great. Laborers are very 
scarce. The loss of slaves is severely felt. 



A Nf.oro Officer in Tnour.LE. — On Wednes- 
day, Capt. Hewctt arrested A. A. Udell, First 
Lieutenant in the 107th U. S. colored regiment, 
and reported him at the office of Col. Ham- 
mond. It appeals that Udell’s lovo for the 
negroe was not so great as to prevent him 
from making money out of him in an illegiti- 
mate way. He met a strong, likely boy on the 
Street, who reported to him that he was a refu- 
gee from slavery and wanted to’ enlist in the 
army. Udell told him to follow him and he 
would have him enlisted as a member of his 
company. Instead of going to camp, Udell 
Bought a party who was looking for a substitute, 
and disposed of the black boy to him for the 
Bum of Capt. Hewctt learned of the 

transaction, and, obtaining proof of the Lieu- 
tenant's perfidy, he arrested him and reported 
lilm as a prisoner to Post Headquarters. 

After hearing the facts in the ease, Colonel 
Hammond immediately issued an order direct- 
ing that Udell bo sent to jail and kept in con- 
finement until further orders. He will be tried 
before a court-martial for his offence. If he has 
justice done him, he will be stripped of his rank 
and expelled from tfie lines. It looks very bad 
for an officer who accepts a commission in a 
colored regiment and makes so many preten- 
sions of love for the uogro, and claims that lie 
makes a sacrifice to elevate the condition of the 
“down-trodden slave,” to be found engaged in 
an illegal traffic in flesh and blood, and caught 
’in bartering off the fugitive, thereby defrauding 
the Government for his individual gain. In 
truth, pretensions arc often devoid of sincerity, 

igrStone dressing in the streets of a crowded 
City Is not exactly a proper thing. Our munici- 
pal authorities are mending our ways and the 
mallet and chisel are vigorously at work pre- 
paring stepping-stones for the crossings. Why 
cannot these stones be dressed at the quarries 
trad thus save lacerated faces to pedestrians in 
the city from the splinters that fly as they are 
Chipped in the heart of the city? The working 
of marble Is really very dangerous when per- 
formed on our streets, and we should be pleased 
to sec a complete reform in this particular. 
Were the question put to vote among our citi- 
zens it would be carried unanimously, for the 
eyes and nose both demand protection from the 
limestone splinters. 

Look Oft, Darkies!— O rders have been issued 
to arrest all negroes found on the Nashville 
trains without the proper passes, and all of 
those who attempt to cross the river at the 
Ferry-boat landing with no documents to ex- 
plain who they are, and send them to the forti- 
fications. They wHl be kept at work until their 
identity is established, and will be organized 
into companies and mustered into the army.

The Governor is 
iu line health and high spirits. He grves an 
excellent account of the mountains, from which 
he lately returned. The mountains, like all 
other parts of the Commonwealth, aro in a 
blaze for McClellan.

I should have been 
faithless to my own convictions of duty and to 
tlie trust reposed in me by the great party, 
which, as tlie Editor of its organ, I have repre- 
sented, if I had not opposed doctrines and 
measures, persistently and zealously, which I 
conscientiously believed and believe must result, 
if carried out, in the overthrow of popular 
ri"lits and free government. While occupying 
the position of Editor of the Sentinel, I have 
counseled obedience to law. This is tlie duty 
of the citizen, but it is no less a duty to labor 
for the repeal or modification of laws obnox- 
ious, or which lie believes to lie detrimental to 
the public wcliiire.

A Difficulty at Vers.ui.les, Ky. — W e learn 
that a slight difficulty occurred at Versailles, 
Ky., a few days ago, between the citizens and a 
command of negro soldiers stationed there. 
Several shots were filed, and for a while the 
difficulty threatened to prove of a serious nature. 
However, it was suppressed without the shed- 
ding of blood by the citizens withdrawing from 
the unequal contest. The military authorities 
have adopted very stringent measures since the 
demonstration. Negro soldiers are stationed at 
every corner of tlie streets of the town, and 
have orders to disperse all gatherings of the cit- 
izens. Only two men arc permitted to stand 
and converse with each other on the street. A 
bitter feeling exists between Hie people of Ver- 
sailles and the black soldiers, and the stringent 
measures adopted do not tend to conciliate mat- 
ters.

To Hie Aiwociated l’rc*.. 

Nashvii-le, Oot. 6. 

Tlie rebd Cnptoin Blackwdl on the 30th ult. 
^urjjii6ed and captured the homo guards, num- 
bering thirty-two, at ShclbyvlUc, Tenn., burned 
tlie railroad’ depot, a lot of arms, and munitions 
of war. Ten of the Federal prisoners were shot 
by Blackwell, near Fayetteville. The balance 
were delivered to Forrest; but six of the latter 
escaped, and lmd reached Slielbyville. 

Oue hundred and fifty rebels under Duvall 
McNairy attacked Lieut. Bliggard, of the 4th 
Tennessee cavalry, in charge of a large drove of 
cattle, on the road from Jolinsonville, within 
fifteen miles of Nashville. The Federal guards 
numbered sixty, half of whom were tilled, 
wounded, or raptured. Tlie balance escaped 
and arrived here safely. The cattle stampeded, 
and large numbers are straying through the 
country. 

The river is 7 feet on the Shoals, abd rising. 

Ou the lstinst., a large rebel force appeared 
on the Chattanooga Railroad near Ackworth 
Station, and destroyed several miles of the 
track and burned Big Shanty. 

Two bridges across tlie Cliattahooehie river at 
Colliereville and Resaca were badly damaged by 
heavy rains. 

A rebel force was near Dalton on the 3d inst., 
moving in a southeasterly direction, and had a 
train of 250 wagons. 

ClIATTANOOfiA, Oet. 6. 

At six o’clock yesterday morning, the enemy 
attacked Alatooua with artillery and infantry. 
Tlie position was occupied by a portion of Geu. 
Smith's command. Tlie light continued at in- 
tervals during tlie latter part part of the day. 
Every move of the enemy was handsomely re- 
pulsed with severe loss to the rebels. In the 
evening, they hastily retreated in disorder 
toward Dalton and Dallas, leaving their dead 
and from four to six hundred woituded in our 
possession. Our loss was about three hundred 
m killed, wounded, and missing. Gen. Corse is 
reported wounded. The firing was heavy in the 
direction of Kennesaw during the day. 

This is the first fair day during ten. All the 
streams are overflowing, washing away the 
bridges at Ringgold, Resaca, and Cliattahooehie. 
The two first named will be rebuilt to^lav. 

A party of fifteen guerillas, under Lieutenant 
Herron, "of the 2d Tennessee, having secreted 
themselves near the coal bank at Kelly's, Ferry, 
when tlie steamer Resaca landed for coal last 
night, they seized and set fire to her. The crew 
scuttled lier, and saved her hull and the ma- 
chinery with which she was loaded. 

Ni.iv Tonic, Oct. 6. 

Dry goods auctions took place' at nearly all 
tlie principal houses this morning, and the at- 
tendance was generally better. Many repre- 
sentatives from other cities, including Philadel- 
phia and Boston, were present. The sale at 
Wilmerding & Mount’s comprised a splendid 
assortment of French and German dry goods, 
the total value of which could uot have been 
less than half a million, but the prices were 
wretchedly low, compelling the closing of many 
lots. Merinoes ranged at from il 22 to il 67.

lne Herald’s Dab corps correspondent of the 
3d says: Tins has been the most quiet and 
gloomy and disagreeable dav we have passed 
since our advent in this vicinity. It hss rained 
all day. It has been quite satisfactorily ascer- 
tained that the movement of the rebel troops 
referred to was toward Petersburg rather than 
around our flank. 

The operations of the Army of the Potomac 
have become so pressing that the necesitv has 
presented itself w Lec to return a large portion 
of the troops he had concentrated in our front 
in that locality. 

Still there remains a conviction that the rebels 
have not wholly abandoned their purpose of 
making a flank movement. To-night they at- 
tacked our cavalry pickets at Newmarket, driv- 
ing them in on their reserves. 

The Times Washington special savs : Geu. 
Wilson, w ho has just arrived from Sheridan's 
headquarters at Harrisonburg, represents that 
the destruction and capture of rebel property 
by otir cavalry, in their late great raid in the 
vicinity of Staunton, was on a colossal -calc, 
and most complete in its execution. More than 
one hundred miles of railroad were destroyed, 
and upwards of 2,000 head pf cattle aud sheep 
brought hack to Harrisonburg. 

The steamer North America, from New Or- 
leans on the 29th ult., has arrived. There was 
no news of importance 6ince the steamer 
of tlie 27th. 

Planters have been directed to leave one- 
fom tb of the cane crop lor seed. Laborers are 
to have a lien on ail tlie products raised in the 
Gulf Department until the claims are satisfied. 

The officers on the French vessels started a 
report that the French had taken possession of 
Matamoras. The report is untrue, as Cortinaz 
still there, defiant.

St. Lrris, Oet, 6.^

The World's special, from the Army of the 
Potomac, says: The troops at Chapin's Farm 
are fortified against attacks and to maintain the 
base of future operation. All the wounded 
have been removed to the hospitals at Bermuda 
and Fortress Monroe. The entire loss on the 
left was about 2,000; ou tlie light about 1,800.

The steamship Roanoke, Capt. Drew, from 
Havana for this jiort, has liecn due here since 
the ith inst., slie having left Havana ou the 
29th of September. 

We learn from a reliable person on hoard of 
tlie steamship Havana, which arrived here this 
morning from Havana, that, at the time the 
Roanoke sailed, her Captain was notified that 
among Ms passengers there were some notori- 
i us sccesh characters, but he_ said he was pre- 
I ared for any emergency.

Gen. Lee seiit a flag of truce on tho 1st for 
the exchange of prisoners captured iu the last 
move, mau for man, but Gram refused to make 
the arrangement, and referred Lee to Butler, 
the duly authorized exchange commissioner. 
CGiu. Kelly telegraphs Gov. Idoreiuau, of 
Western Virginia, that the rebels in that portion 
of the State had robbed stores and bosses indis- 
criminately aud carried oil' $30,000 worth of 
property in one county alone. 

Philadelphia, Oet. 6. 
The Inquirer lias a special from Washington 
which says: I learu from a rebel sergeant who 
left Stone’s brigade a week since that Lee has 
acknowledged his position as critical. He has 
fortified Danville at all poiuts, and repaired a 
temporary defence on the route, and had taken 
a number of heavy guns from Richmond to 
Danville. 

Supplies in Richmond are entirely given out, 
and great difficulty is experienced in furnishing 
the rebel army even with corn-meal. 

Davis and his Cabinet have left Richmond for 
South Carolina. All the newspapers except the 
Whig are removing from Richmond, and it is 
well known that the government archives have 
been sent to Danville, which is Lee’s base of 
supplies. 

St. Loris, Oct. 6. 

A pai tv of rebels burned ( >sage bridge, on the 
Paeitie Railroad, some miles this side of Jeffer- 
son Citv, yesterday uioi ning. This is the larg- 
est bridge on the road. The militia guard ran 
away without firing a shot. The rebels captured 
two trains.

HOUSS WITH FLOWERS.

The Cruciferae, or cross-bearers, because all 
Ito flowers In this order are distinguished by 
tour petals arranged in the form of a Maltese 
cross. Of the sixteen hundred species known, 
only one hundred are peculiar to this conti- 
nent. They are all hardy, and natives of this 
continent. They do not transplant well. 
The seeds retain their vitality for a longtime, 
and hence will nearly all vegetate; they 
Bhonld therefore be sowed thin. As they all 
abound in nitrogen they require mnch animal 
manure. Many useful plants, such as the 
turnip, cabbage, mustard, radish, and pepper- 
grass are found in this order. Fappergra38 is 
a native of the East. The horse-radish was 
imported from Europe, end has become 
naturalized in moist places. It has long been 
known, as Hippocrates alludes to it as an an- 
tidote against narcotic poisons; it was justly 
valued by the ancients. It once had quite a 
reputation as a cure for hoarseness. Sinanis, 
or mustard, is an annual; there are two varie- 
ties, the white apd black, which have both 
been cultivated in Europe and China for an un- 
known period. The seed, if sown too deep, will 
remain in the gronpd for ages without germi- 
nating, end is consequently difficult to extir- 
pate from the soil. In digging ont ditches, 
mustard seed that has lain in the mad for 
years will Bpring up, and it will sink to the 
bottom of water, and remain for ages unin- 
jured. Thus 8kilfnly does nature protect the 
smallest seed from injury. Mustard as a table 
luxury was unknown until 1720; at that time 
It was coarsely pounded ia a mortar, when it 
occurred to a woman, Mrs. Clements, residing 
at Durham, to grind it in a mill and sift it 
like wheat. She kept the secret to herself for 
many years, and supplied London and ail the 
principal cities with it. George I. made it 
fashionable by his graclons approval, and 
Mrs. Clements went twice yearly to Loudon 
to supply all orders, and realized quite a 
fortune from her trade. Mustard is now 
prepared by being crashed between rollers, 
and twice ponnded and sifted, bat moBt of 
that bonght at shops is adulterated with 
flour, spioed with red pepper. Hippocrates 
used mustard also as a medicine. It is a 
powerful antidote against poison, and 
■o powerful as an irritant, that, in 
eases where from the Insensibility of the 
patient it has remained on too long, com- 
plete gangrene of the flesh has ensned. The 
mustard alluded to by our Saviour was fo r a 
long time supposed to be our herb, and to con- 
firm His statements, obscure to us through our 
own ignorance, many marvellous mnstard 
plants are described. A rabbi boasts of hav- 
ing grown one which he often climbed. We 
cannot help thinking that if he did so he mast 
have shared the fate of an ambitious Josie of 
my acquaintance who climbed a tell sun- 
flower, and found himself half buried in gar- 
den mould, with a broke” arm for his conso- 
lation: “Well, Je-'" exclaimed his uncle, 
grieved to ®nd his handsome favorite so mnch 
i,y u red, “this is too bad, isn’t it?’’ “Oh! I 
don’t mind the arm," answered master five- 
year-old, "but to hear everybody say, ‘squirm- 
ed a sunflower, did yon, Josie?’ If it had 
been a tall tree, I shouldn’t have tared." 
Modem botanists decide that onr Saviour did 
not allnde to the common mnstard, bat to a 
tree, the Salvador a Persica. The berries of 
this tree are smaller than a grain of black 
pepper, and so aromatic that they are used by 
the Arabs jnst as we nse mustard, and called 
Kbardal, the Arabic word for mustard. 

The turnip is a native of Britain; it exact- 
ly resembles mnstard in its wild state. The 
Ramans cultivated i; as we do now for food 
for cattle. They had delightfully neighborly 
ways, as they allowed any one to poll them 
Who fdt inclined; from each extraordinary 
liberality we may infer that their prayers 
were answered, for while Bowing the seed 
the more religions ones prayed the gods 
that they might sow both for themselves 
and neighbors In the same genus, Brassiest, 
from bresio, the old Celtic name for the cab- 
bage, is found that asefnl and nutrit ons ar- 
ticle of diet. In its wild state it grows about 
the cliffs and shores of Europe, with no ap- 
pearance of a head — a surprising illustration 
of the power of cultivation to produce changes 
beneficent to man, for cabbages are now 
raised weighing thirty pounds per bead, and 
containing more of the material fitted to sus- 
tain life than any other substance except 
meat. A cartons anomaly in the history of 
growth is seen in cabbages which have not 
headed. If they are placed head downwards 
in a trench, and lightly covered, they will de- 
velop into fine heads, weighing many pounds 
before spring. The rich canliflowe-, the odd 
kohl-rabi, and unnumbered varieties of vege- 
tables might be named here. 

Cresses are beginning to be cultivated in 
this country. The troe cress, or Nasturtium, 
grows upon the margins of springs or ponds; 
on account of the resemblance between the 
crees and the tropical Tropeolum, bat it was 
not rightly -JEagiUtority makes this 

Latin wdWkeem sensible to people who would 
not be so pedantic as to use a correct botani- 
cal term - fopfb* word. -Mow, Masturtinm is 
derived from two Latin words, nasut and foe- 
tus, a twisted nose, because its acrid j nice has 
that effect upon the nasal organ; to be con- 
sistent then you muBt call your flower a nose- 
twister, or a Tropeolum, which ie as good 
Latin as Nasturtium, and, better still, the cor- 
rect term. Kale er borecole is a favorite 
European dish; it is a cabbage which does not 
bead, bnt grows in a light cellar or protected 
place for greets. Native simplicity and a 
touch of Jioa^-sickness were quaintly illus- 
trated by the box of grten kale, beautifully 
and ca^fully grown, exhibited at a floral 
Show aVfopL&eval, Madagascar, among the 
rare plants that spread their broad leaves and 
held oat their jewelled (taps of more than an- 
tique splendor to the traveller's enchanted eye. 
To him the homely green thing was a talis- 
manic spring, unlocking one of those rare do- 
mestic pictures of a home in dear old Brit- 
ain — homes that the rarest genins has made 
familiar to the wide world over. One genns 
of the 15th order gives us Oardamine, a use- 
ful medicine; another Oametina, or false flax, 
which is extensively cultivated in Germany 
for the oil which can he pressed from the 
seeds. In the good old times, when herbs and 
simples had such mighty power, the cabbage 
cured deformities, and the turnip banished the 
fetal hectic and cured tubercles of the lungs, 
while the cabbage prevented drunkenness 
from the use of spiritnons drinks. 

We come now to the ornamental varieties, 
garden flowers.

cause it was supposed to allay anger, must 
have been a fine flower for irritable families. 
The Bock Alyssum ia a perennial with yel- 
low flowers. The Sweet Alyfsum, an annual 
with email and very fragrant white flowers, 
'his fragrance is very delicate, yet power. a. 
rhen the dew is upon the plant. It requires 
o especial care, but should bs allowed plon’v 
of room; a foot apart is the distance between 
the plants allowed by English gardeners. 
There are more than twenty known vari- 
eties of Alyssum. The Hespens forms an- 
other genus m thus order. It has .ta name 
from the Greek word evening, because it is 
‘then very fragrant. The Hesperia Matronalis 
ie a native of the shores of Lake Huron, a per- 
ennial with purple and white flowered va- 
rietiea. A great favorite with German gar- 
deners is the Hesperia Trlates; the flowers 
are of a dull color, and of little 
beauty, bnt at twilight the petals are 
drawn forcibly backwards, and the 
bloeeon. exhales a powerful and delicious fra- 
grance with which the whole garden is laden. 
The Latin flower, Luneria Biennis, is another 
old-fashioned favorite in the same order, ad- 
mired for the sake of the moon-shaped satin 
sillicles which are preserved for winter bou- 
qncts This is also from Germany. Iberis, 
or candy-tuft, one of the most useful of our 
garden annuals, receives its botanical name 
from Iberia, the ancient name of Spain, as 
nearly all the species are natives of that coun- 
try. Its common name was given because 
the flowers are produced from Oandia. It 
was then thought to be a species of mustard 
and was called Oandia mnstard. The seeds 
of candy-tuft are very pungent, and were 
formerly much used for mustard. The leaves 
and youcg stems make excellent boiled 
greens. The pnrple candy-tuft was brought 
from Oandia in 1590 by Lord Edward Zonche, 
and from that time has been a general favorite. 

It is found in a wild state noon rocks and 
scanty soil, bnt is greatly improved by rich 
soil. It should be sewn thinly, allowed 
plenty of room while growing, and be 
plentifully supplied with liquid manure. 
There are twenty-five distinct species. 
The Iberis Ooronaria is by far the moat 
splendid of the genns. It grows two feet 
high, produces from three to five racemes, 
the side flowers of which will measure eight 
inches in diameter, and the centre one a foot. 
This has long been cultivated in France, and 
called Iberide Julienne. Some of our native 
wild flowers have been introduced into gar- 
dens and are fine showy flowers. The Ery- 
siunm is one of these; its racemes of bright 
orange blossoms resemble the wall- flower. 
The Vcscaria and Strepanthus are much ad- 
mired in England; they are like the wall- 
flower, bnt more brilliant in color, and are 
natives of Arkansas. Perhaps no fl ower owes 
more to association than the well-known and 
much praised wall-flower. 

How the lich wall -flower ecent, 

From every niche and mosey cornice float* 

Knibaimiug ite deesy I 

And thus associated with the picturesque ruins 
which adern England — ruins old in story and 
song — it is beautiful. With us it will grow 
only after considerable care. The florist 
flower, the spicy -scented July flower, is much 
more snowy, and quite as fragrant. 

Gimp Rilllflowers, their leaves uauhet, 

Fiotn priiuroee and the purpure violet, 

adorned the old poet’s garden. Stock gillies, or 
stocks, are natives of the South of Europe; 
they were introduced into England in 1731, 
bnt the best originated in Germany and Eng- 
land. The weavers in D pper Saxony aro as 
proed of their stocks as the Lancashire waav- 
ers are of their carnations. More than sixty 
distinct varieties are cultivated ia the Ham- 
mersmith nursery. They are of every con- 
ceivable color, very double, clove-scented, 
and spicy enough to justify the taste of the 
Parisienne, who never fails to have a box on 
the window-ledge of the highest attic to 
which her neat little nest may be built: 

Bnt lightly at her needle there 
Id that small room, stair over stair, 

All fancies blithe and debonair 
kh* deftly works on fabrics rare, 

All clustered moss, all (Lifting show, 

All trailing vines, all flowers that bldwj 
Her dwUal fingers lay them bare. 

German otvche are oaiil to be> superior to tho 
English, because their summers are drier. 
There are perennial and annual or ten week 
stocks in many varieties. The Grecian stock 
has a smooth green leaf instead of a hoary 
one. The Virginian stock, or Malcomia, is a 
little, free growing annual of mneb beauty, 
with a profusion of small pink or lilac flow- 
ers, that bloom as brightly after two or three 
hard frosts as if their delicate beauty was 
heightened by hard usage. They are natives 
of South Europe and never found in Virginia; 
hence it is thonght that Virginia is a corrup- 
tion of Virginia’s stock, because their culture 
is so easy that even girls can raise them. 
But there are practical flonristo among the 
ladies, surely . — Springfield Republican. 

Impboykmest in Stbamboat PaOPUBSION. 
The New York Journal of Commerce says 
“Featheriugpaddle-wheels’’ are no new thing; 
they are in common nse on the Mediterranean 
and West India ltoes of British steamers; bat, 
owing to their complication and the amonnt 
of friction Involved, the success of the princi- 
ple can be regarded only as indifferent. An 
American inventor, Mr. Manley, has made 
farther progress in the same direction, prom- 
ising the most important resnlts. The prin- 
ciple Is embraced in the factor the perpendic- 
ular immereion of the backets, caused by an 
eccentric or independent centre, each backet 
being perpendicularly immersed by the eccen- 
tricity. On Saturday last a trial was made 
on the steamer L. Boardman, for the benefit 
of representatives of the Canard line of Ea- 
glish steamers, and other gentlemen, includ- 
ing one of the largest steamboat proprietors 
on tbs Mississippi. The observations made 
were apparently regarded as conclusive. On 
the morning of the same day orders were giv- 
en for the application of the improved wheel 
to one of the largest Sound steamers, and a 
gentleman who has a controlling interest in a 
new steam enterprise on the Pacific coast, 
likewise expressed himself determined to rec- 
ommend its immediate adoption. 

If the invention possesses the merit which 
tbis experiment seems to show, its import- 
ance cannot be easily exaggerated in the sav- 
ing of fuel effected, which is claimed to be at 
least thirty-three per cent, to say nothing of 
the Increase of speed. Take, for example, 
the performances of the Baltic, which con- 
sumes 90 tons of coal per day, when steaming 
at the rate of 280 miles, or of the Persia, 
which consumes 150 tons per day. The lat- 
ter, calling the price of coal $12 for bitumi- 
nous, bums fuel to the valus of $21,609 every 
trip. The Manley Pa id I e Wheel Company 
aisert tbat the trials made with their experi- 
mental boat demonstrate tbat mere than one- 
tbird of this expenditure may bs saved. If 
this claim can be substantiated, navigation 
by sail as well as steam must at some future 
Jay be revolutionized on tong mates, where 
speedy transportation is essential. The enor- 
mous expense of steam navigation, no w great- 
er than ever, is all that renders the subsidies 
of foreign governments a formidable obstacle 
to American capitalists, who have no extra- 
neons assistance. 

The steamer L. Boardman, with her old 
radial wheel3, attained a maximum speed of 
t6n miles per hour, with 29 buckets, 19}$ 
pounds steam, and 26 revolutions. The im- 
proved wheels applied were of the sams 
diameter, without alteration iu hall, boiler, 
or engine, and, uDder tue same conditions of 
wind and tide, made 13K miles per hoar, 
with 19 pounds steam and 23 revolutions. 
Banning the Bame distance, she cocsnmed pre- 
viously 1,841 ibs. ooal, and now only 1,169 
lbs. a saving in fuel ef about 35 X per cant. 
For sea going vessels, another great advantage 
in tbat by reason of the increased dip of back- 
ets, tbe motion of the ship would not roll them 
out of water. And for like reason the hold of 
the backets on the water is not affected by 
the quantity of freight and fuel on board. 
Tba buckets enter like kaives and rise verti- 
cally, without lifting a great body of water, 
sometimes eqnal to many tons, straining the 
engine and even endangering the ship. We 
hope the inventors will realize all their antici- 
pations.

to business. Every precaution is taken to 
prevent tbe public from becoming aware of 
the Emperor’s failing powers. The Moaiteur 
scarcely mentions the divers rejoicings which 
took place at Chalons, lest the necessary ob- 
servations of the absence of the Emperor, 
even at tbe banquet given to Prince Humbert, 
should create alarm. But it has not escaped 
notice for all that, and has, of course, formed 
tbe foundation for the rupture of many a coa- 
tract and tbe withdrawal from many a nego- 
tiation commenced before the visit to the 
camp; while no further excuse was either 
asked or found than the uncertain state 
of aflairs to which the uncertain state 
of His Majesty’s health was likely to give 
rise. They say that the Emperor himself 
is so well aware of the lassitude which is 
seizing upon his whole system that he ex- 
claimed, after perusing the last despatches 
from General Bazaine, which have, by the 
way, been kept secret, “ Ahlmonetoilepalitl' 

— the cry of disappointment and distress once 
uttered by the great Napoleon. The convic- 
tion it conveys is far more effective in bring- 
ing misfortune, according te the system of 
philosophy pursued in our day, than the most 
evil of accidents— the state of mind indue d 
by the assurance of departing fortune render- 
ing the individual more unfit to battle with 
adversity. The brusque departure of the Em- 
press for Schwalback without even taking the 
time to get up arty previous disease, or a med- 
ical prescription for the Moniteur, has given 
another dainty morsel for the gossips to feed 
on, and right actively do they masticate it too, 
show tog, as they roll it to and fro, the various 
uncouth shapes it is taking while the opera- 
tion is going forward. The first and forem ost 
idea, of course, related to the marriage of 
tbe Princess Anna Mnrat. As It is current- 
ly reported that such is the one idea in the 
imperial household, and as the young King 
of Bavaria is about to seek the healing 
waters of Schwalback, of course it is settled 
to the gossip’s mind that Her Majesty must 
be bent on this match-making errand, and no 
other. Even the departure of the wbolo Ma- 
rat family for the East, driven there en detes- 
poir de cocur, has been traced to the search of 
a husband in the person of the Hospodar of 
Wallachia. The wags of Paris, always on the 
lookout for a jest, declare that the Murat 
family, completely beside themselves with 
tbe worrying of the journals, concerning this 
phantom spouse of the Prtoeess Murat, had 
resolved to take her to the East to dispose of 
her a bargaio to the Saltan! The fact is, 
that nsw-a-days, among the many “ques- 
tions” which alarm and puzzlo the thinking 
maD, is growing up another, one more diffi- 
cult than the Danish, the Oriental, the Schles- 
wig-Holstein, or the Polish— and that is the 
matrimonial question. The position of a 
marrying Prince or a marriageable Princess 
becomes every day more perplexing. Have 
we not Prince Humbert on his travels in 
search of a wife; and the heir of the Czars 
about to demand tbe band of tbe second 
daughter of Denmark, In order to become 
brother-to-law of tbe Prince of Wales? And 
then, George I., King of Greece, begging for 
the band of a Russian Princess. These two 
marriages would change the face of Europe; 
therefore are they opposed by every little 
sharp steel pen used in the fabrication of the 
Imperial journals. Russia, who has always 

bad an eye to her preponderance in Greece, 
cares not by what means she achieves that 
blessing. According to tbe terms expressed 
in the will of Peter the Great, the thing atone 
is declared to be indispensable,— the mean9 
are not hinted at. But another consideration 
goes a great way at tbe present moment, and 
causes tbe alliance with poor little weakened, 
betrayed, and inuulUxl Dcuuiark, to Vo rw 
garded as a greater honor than a anion 
with the Imperial family of France. 

It is simply a question of antiquity of 
nobleness, greater than that of any branch 
in Europe. The blazonry and quarterings of 
the royal family of Denmark are purer and 
more free from stain than those of any other 
reigning family. Louis Dixbuit, a great 
stickler for court ceremony and etiquotte of 
precedence, alwtiys chose his ambassadors to 
the Court of Denmark from amongst the high- 
est nobility cf the kingdom. “After me,’’ was 
he wont to say, “the King of Denmark takes 
rank as the first gentleman in Europe.” But 
what can insure vitality to royal grandeur iu 
this century? Napoleon I. married an Arch- 
duchess of Austria, and fancied himself there- 
by accepted amongst the royal rac«3 of the 
Continent. But his father in-law was first to 
make war against him when tbe time of 
trouble came on. The firmest and Barest al- 
liance to bo made by a sovereign is amongst 
his own people ; the only one which fails not 
in time, and costs neither men nor money to 
maintain. Baron Von Sponneck is commis- 
sioned to negotiate the affair for the King of 
Greece; and already roused apparently by the 
symptoms of prosperity betokened by this step 
toward housekeeping on the part of the young 
Ktog, have the representatives of France, 

England, and Russia held a meeting to fix the 
terms of the reimbursement of the old debs of 
1824. Of course, under the pressing influence 
of a matrimonial perspective, the young King 
will hasten to eutiefy the demand. Human 
nature is always the same, wha’ever the claas 
or clime. These royal creditors behave exact- 
ly as Levy, Moses, and Jacobs would do un- 
der the same circumstances. In Paris, where 
the marriage ia annousced nin9 days bafore, 
not after the marriage, as in England, tho 
bridegroom is delnged with all his outstand- 
ing bills, and the fear of exposure makes him 
enter into tbe meet ocerons agreements for 
payment out of the bride’s dowry. 

By the way the Conseil d’E.at is just now 
bueily revising method for the abolishment of 
the penalty of imprisonment for debt, an in- 
stitution which, from its very absurdity, was 
destined to outlive almost every other one 
born at the same time ia the very earliest 
ages of mankind. The law is repugnant to 
all modern sentiments of justice and human- 
ity, and yet it mu3t be natural, for we find it 
a practice of the highest antiquity. Uiltiades 
died a prisoner for tbe debt in spite of his 
country’s gratitude. D .moethence, alter hav- 
ing pleaded in favor of the main'eaanee of the 
law, became a victim to it himself a few years 
later. Moses justifies the bondage of the debt- 
or, and tbe Roman tow authorized the sale by 
the creditor, not only of the goods and chattels 
of the debtor, but oi his person also, “not only 
to Rome, but beyond the Tiber, if snch be his 
good will and pleasure.” The utt9r useless- 
ness of the tow has been exhibited, however, 
throughout all centuries. Debt is more often 
incurred from necessity than pleasure; and 
imprisonment serves no other purpose than 
tbat of ruining the unhappy defaulter, and 
olacing'him in a desperate position with re- 
gard to^is creditors. In France, ever since 
the^ imprisonment for debt has been reduced 
to a term of five years, the punishment has 
been a mere matter of convenience; and 
many a swindler has preferred remaining for 
five years confined to a pleasant suite of 
apartment! in Olichy, with well-wooded gar- 
den to walk in, a billiard-room and skittle- 
ground, a well- furnished library and reading- 
room, an excellent cook, and the best of liv- 
ing for those who can afford it, to the gloomy 
prospect of the enjoyment of liberty alone, 
which, however, good a regime, requires Borne 
few condiments to render it sufficiently nour- 
ishing to enable a man to abstain from every 
other. Ouvrard remained five years in Clichy, 

Birroucded by every blessing, good frienda, 
pood cheer, el Ic rule, and came out of prison 
a richer, and consequently a more respected 
man. Richer by the thirty millions he had 
owed, and mere respected inasmuch as he 
conld at tost call them his own. Tee new 
aw is to abolish the arrest altogether, except-

While t ltogEjngland and busy France are 

endeavoring Vflh much care and pains to in- 
crease liieir navy and keep up the naval dig- 
nity acquired by longages of valiant sacrifice, 
the Austrian Emperor, more fortunate in his 
method, and wiser in his generation, resolves 
to outvie the efforts made by Italy, and to set 
afloat as powerful a navy as that possessed by 
his ally the Emperor of Russia. Without 
wasting the precious money In building 
and constructing, in contracting and in 
storing, in manning and equipping, he 
simply contents himself with the dis- 
play of his naval force as shown upon 
paper. After this fashion Anstiia is already 
in possession of six vessels of the line, twenty 
frigates, corvettes Innumerable, and a whole 
wotldof smaller fighting craft, with just one 
thousand guns to blow all enemies to pieces. 
Of all this, however, tbe Personnel alone is to 
fighting order. The Archduke Maximilian, 
who was the Lord High Admiral, took espec 
al care to have this phantom navy fully offi- 
cered by gentlemen, noblemen Indeed, of real 
fltsh and bicod. Not beiog able to construct 
ships, ho constructed officers in abundance. 
No man can do more than hispefif pouible, and 
so it fells ont the Austrian Budget of Marine 
is a ponderous affair for the State, while the 
navy itself would swim in a wash hand basin. 
Tbe lesion is good for any country where 
patronage has become a necessity. The Aus- 
trian navy reckons seven vice-admirals on 
active service, and nine on half-pay, twenty 
captains, and so on. The organization of this 
navy by the Archduke dates only from 1854, 
and yet there are already more officers pen- 
sioned off than on active service. What will 
it be if ever the Austrian navy gets any ves- 
sels afloat? Tbe Budget of Marine amounts 
to 35,060,000. This is a truly Imperial luxury, 
and worthy of tbe phantom empire like that 
which this phantom navy is destined to 
defend
